The New School Law 


We have several inquiries as to the du 


ties of the truant officer to be appointed 
by tho school d rectors of each district in 
this state. The ofhee is created by the 
compulsory school law as amended by 
the legislature last winter, and he is sup- 
posed to see that the law is enforced 
within his district. Tho law provides 
that every child of the age of 7 to 14 
years shall attend school at least sixteen 
weeis in the year, eight of which shall 
he consecutive. Parents or guardians who 
fail to see that this is done will be liable 
to a flue of not less than 81 or more than 
820. Tho truant officer "shall carefully 
inquire concerning nil supposed viola- 
tions of this act, and to enter complaint 
against all persons who shall appear to 
be guilty of such violation, to arrest 
children of a school-going age who habit- 
ually haunt public places and have no 
lawful occupation, and also truant chil- 
dren who absent themselves from school 
without leave, and to place them in 
charge of the teacher having charge of 
the school which they are entitled by law 
to attend."

United Brethren church in session in 
McLean county is ol that wing which 
left the general conference in Pennsyl- 
vania a few months ago, ftnd is now going 
ahead conducting affairs without refer- 
ence to the existence of the majority, 
who by a heavy vote decided in favor of 
receiving into membership in the U B. 
churches all persons who desire to unite 
with them, the fact that they are mem- 
bers of secret societies to no longer be a 
bar 10 their reception, that point to be 
left with the conscience of the secret so- 
ciety members. Rev. W. W. Knipp'e, 
secretary of the McLean conference, was 
one of the visitors to the general con- 
ference who opposed the adoption of the 
report and left the conference when he 
and his friends were defeated. W W. 
Kmpple and A. B. Powell have been 
e ected trustees of Westfield College, 
and they were also elected presiding 
elders 
Elders Kretsinger and Schaffer, 


of the Decaiur district, were selected to 
station the presiding elders. 


Bishop Floyd lectured on the state of 


the church and the causes leading to the 
present trouble in the church, setting 
forth the grounds upon which hifl party 
base their opposition to the action of the 
general .conferences of 1885 and 1889,and 
showing Ihe alleged unconstitutional and 
revolutionary character of the proceed- 
ings relative to a change of the constitu- 
tion and fundamental principles of the 
church. The lecture was delivered m a 
calm and Christian spirit and was a plain 
and unvarnished statement of the facts 
as seen from his side of the matters in- 
volved m the controversy, with no bitter 
or exasperating statements or charges 
I. Kretzmger, who was a minister in the 
U. B. church several years before the 
adoption of the constitution of and con- 
fession of faith of 1841 and who has been 
m nearly every general conference Bince, 
either as a delegate or visitor, followed 
the Bishop m a few remarks.

TALK WITH MB8. WALDBON, 


The Wife of the Man Who Killed 


D. B. Lindley. 


Mrs. Sarah J. Waldron, the wife of the 


J. D. Waldron, who murdered D. B. 
Lindley, near Kenney Monday morning, 
is in Decatur, the guest of her daughter, 
Mrs. A. Lally, at 253 Bradford street. 
Waldron ia in jail at Clinton, awaiting 
trial. 


This forenoon a EEPUBWOAN reporter 


called at the Lally residence and found 
Mrs. Waldron walking the floor in a sad 
state of mental trouble and sobbing bit- 
terly at intervals. She is a well-pre- 
served woman past 40 years of age, and 
is a brunette. There are lines of care in 
her face and she bears marks of her hus- 
band's violence which she will carry to 
her grave. At first she was averse to 
submitting to an interview, but when it 
was firmly suggested that she ought to 
be interested in having a true statement 
of the dreadful affair published, in broken 
words she told a tale of domestic woe 
and heroic devotion to her violent hus- 
band that is almost beyond credence. 


Mrs. Waldron is a native of Ohio. She 


has been married twice. Her first hus- 
band was John M. Weakley, who died 
within eight years. By her first husband 
she had three children. They are Mrs. 
A. Lally, of Decatur, and C. E. Weakley 
and Isaac L. Weakley, who reside near 
Kenney, close to the scene of the murder. 
Five years after her first husband died 
she married J. D. Waldron. There are 
no children by the second marriage. The 
second marriage occurred 11 years ago. 
Five or six years ago Waldron had a 
severe attack of brain fever and pneu- 
monia, and ever since that illness at in- 
tervals he has been quite violent, beating 
his step-children in a brutal manner and 
assaulting his long-suffering wife without 
provocation. Said Mrs. Waldron: "Why, 
time and again, when my husband would 
have his spells, he would sit brooding 
over some trouble and say he felt like 
getting a gun or revolver and go to kill- 
ing people. His life was one of almost 
constant threats. I doubt if there are 
many men or animals about Kenney that 
he has not threatened to kill at one time 
or another when he was iiaving his spfflls. 
He was arrested some time ago for cru- 
elty to a colt, which it is charged he had 
killed with a pitchfork,nnd the case is still 
unsettled. He has often threatened and 
struck me; labt fall he knocked me down 
at the Clinton fair and once at home he 
knocked me down with achair,and I was 
unconscious and bleeding for hours. He 
cured for me himself that time, put me 
to bed, and would not allow any of my 
relatives or a physician to seo me. I had 
to dress the wound myself. Many other 
times he has assaulted me and dragged 
me about by the hair of my head. 
He 


would quarrel with me and vould not 
allow me to answer for fear the neigh- 
bors would hear the noise, anJ then the 
next morning he would put me in a 
bnggy and drive out with me just for a 
blind. My children have often been beaten 
by him, and one will carry a mark to her 
grave. And yet, when he didn't have 
spells, he was kiud to me, and I loved 
him. B'lt my life has been ore of torment 
and constant fear of violence. I always 
hnd to take rare of the stoch. He seemed 
to be indifferent. Only last Saturday 
night he followed me until 10 o'clock 
with a knife in his hand." 


THE KILLING. 


Continuing, Mrs. Waldron said: '^For 


five years we lived neighbors to D. B. 
Lindley, and never had any trouble what- 
ever, the family relations being entirely 
friendly. Two years ago Mi. Lindley's 
wife died and he was left with two small 
children, the eldest nine years old. We 
lived some distance from Kenney, where 
we have eight acres of ground, eight 
head ot horses, three cows and other 
stock. 
The property is woith over 


81,000. My husband has been attending 
fairs with n horse swing, but because it 
made trouble, it was Fold, 
Monday 


morning my husband had intended to go 
to the Atlanta fair to run a refreshment 
stand, anil lie had bought Jus goods in 
Decatur to come up on tliB tram that 
morning. Sunday night Waldron told 
me that his bowels were jumping again, 
his brain throbbing and his flesh jerking, 
and he didn't know what to do. I told 
him that we would go to Clinton instead 
and that he should go to Kenney and 
stop the goods that had been ordered 
sent to Atlanta. He started off on foot 
to do this, expecting to return soon, and

I was stand- 
ng up, and Lindley, who was n large 
nan weighing over 200 pounds, was sit- 
ing down. 
It was about H o'clock. 


Inddenly my husband camft up with a 
:mfe in his hand, stabbing Lindley in the 
tack. He didn't say a word, and Lind- 
ey made no effort to defend himself, 
hough he might have done so with sac- 
ess, for Waldron is a small man. I suw 
nt one blow struck. I ran away, feeling 
hat Waldron was in one of his violent 
tales, and might kill me. I quickly dis 
appeared down a bank, and waded Salt 
3roek and hid myself m Morrison's corn- 
field. I stayed alone until 2 o'clock thai 
.fternoon, when I thought I heard some 
one wading a creek, and then went into 
jld man Morrison's cornfield, where I re- 
mained until late at night, when I went 
;o John Walton's house, nearly a mile 
distant. It was there that I first heart 
that ray husband had killed Lindley, am 
that he was in the Clinton jail. I dii 
not see Lindley after he was stabbed 
jut I heard that he was cut in the bad 
,wice, and that his heart was cut in two 
Yesterday I was told that my husbam 
had since said he would have killed me

I had often thought of hav 
ing him examined for insanity, but was 
afraid to take the necessary steps as h 
threatened to kill me if I did. I will 
always believe that the neighbors, who 
knew him so w»ll, should have bad an in 
nisition held.

the general public will divest its mind of 
any lingering suspicion it may entertain 
tliatour handling of that case, or cases 
of similar rharac-ter, is of the sensational 
order rather than for the public good, 
-jMich Ijfni'fit may accrue by thus attrac- 
ting attention to the peculiar danger at 
times attending the indigent inn of certain 
articles of food, more especially meat, 
milk and ice cream." 


"What K the peculiar danger to which 


you refer?" asked tlie reporter. 


"Poisoning by ptomaines. The term 


puzzles you, does it? To explain, I will 
.ay that tho word ptomain cornea from 
tho word ptorna, a cadaver, or dead body, 
and ptomaines are cadaveric alkaloids, 
tho results of putrefaction, and aro very 
poisonous. 
They were discovered by 


Armand Gautier about 1870, and soon 
after by Selmi, an Italian. In 18SO Can- 
tier contributed a remarkable communi- 
cation to tho French Academy of Medi- 
cine, showing that these liorlies aro con- 
btantly being formed in life—that these 
by-products of normal vital action come 
through a putrefactive rather than a 
combustive process, and that their non- 
felimination or non-oxidation 
by tho 


bowels, kidneys, lungs and skin is the 
tausc of many diseases. 


"Those poisonous substances are nov.' 


known to infest many articles of food, 
and of late the patient investigators who 
use the microscope a great deal have about 
como to tho conclusion that they aro 
started by bacteria. Bacteria may be 
railed a minute fungus, or parasite, in- 
visible to the naked eye, and which flour- 
ish only in animal-matter, feeding pref- 
"rably on the albuminous portion, and 
«ich substance may bo said to have its 
own particular breed of bacteria. They 
increase %\ ith amazing rapidity in any 
substance in winch they get a start, es- 
pecially in high temperatures. We read 
of au ice cream or milk poisoning, and 
tho newspaper's wind up always is to tho 
effect that some verdigris, acetate, lac- 
tate or other mineral poison had been 
Konenitfd in manufacture or in transit, 
\\ hen the real trouble probably was a dis- 
eased article.
